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In response to The Hornet newspaper's Oct. 2” report of alleged racism on Campus, CSUS President 
Donaid Gerth directed university officials to hold open forums for students, staff and faculty fo further 
f explore the complaints. 

In a recent memo to the campus community Gerth said he was distressed by reports detailed by the 
Black Student Alliance. 

“Any act of racism is in conflict with the goals as a university and cannot be tolerated,” Gerth wrote. 

The forums will be conducted in the University Union by Affirmative Action Officer Stephanie 
Lieberman, Dean of Students Dr. George Wayne and Assistant Vice-President for Academic Affairs Dr.

(CPS) — On Sept. 27, about 20 
University of Massachusetts- 
Amiberst students burst through 
the back door of the offices of the 
Coliegian, the campus paper, to 
“sit-in” until David Mark, the 
paper’s top editor, would agree to 
resign. 

The students were enraged by 
Mark's Sept. 19 editoria! recount- 
ing his summer trip to the Israel- 
ruled West Bank of the Jordon 
River. Mark wrote the United 
Nations observers posted there 
struck him as “sickeningly pro- 
Palestinian.”

ASI To Save $200, 000

The Associated Students Inc. will save over $200,000 through the 
refinancing of the Child Care Center’s mortgage, according to ASI 
Executive Director Peter Pursley. 

Approval by the board of directors Tuesday, Oct. 31, cleared the way 
for the transaction to begin. Pursley detailed the refinancing in his 
report to the board members. 

The outstanding mortgage on the Child Care Center is $65 1 000 and 
the current loan is charged an interest rate of 13.5 percent. Under new 
financing arrangements with Sanwa Bank, the net interest rate will be 
reduced to less than 1 percent. 

A condition of the loan requires ASI to put some of its savings into 
Sanwa Bank accounts. Those accounts will pay ASI 8.33 percent 
interest. When the account interest rate (8.33 percent) is subiracted 
from the loan interest rate (9.05 percent), the net interest rate is 0.72 
percent. 

The bank also has agreed to waive approximately $6,000 in loan fees 
normally charged on such large loans, according to Pursley. 

“This is a remarkably generous loan arrangement.” 

Sanwa Bank has offered these low rates because they are very 
involved in community service, Pursley said. 

“Completion of this refinancing opportunity will be a major finan- 
cial achievement for ASI,” said Pursley in his report. “Our campus 
community owes Sanwa Bank a tremendous debt of gratitude.” 

« ASI Directors also voted Tuesday to allocate $3,000 for the Greek 
Rides program. The program, sponsored by the Interfraternal and 
Panhellenic Councils, will work to discourage drunk driving by provid- 
ing safe ard confidential rides home to members of the CSUS commu- 
nity who feel they have had too much to drink. The tentative starting 
date for Greek Rides is Nov. 17. 

* ASI has also approved the donation of $1,000 to the American Red 
Cross. The money will be used to help victims of the Bay Area 
|| earthquake. A check will be sent early next week, according to Director 


Joanne Eaton. 





In the past six years a math- 
based academic program for mi- 
nority students has grown from 
the state’s smallest to the nation’s 
largest. The growth is primarily 
due to the efforts of Jim Herald, 
said Julian Zaragoza, associate 
program director for Mathemat- 
ics, Engineering and Science 
Achievement program. 

Herald, director of MESA, has 
worked for the past eight years to 
increase the number of Hispanic, 
Native American and African 
American students enrolled in 
engineering and computer science 
disciplines of the Sacramento area 

In light of his accomplishments, 
Herald was recently chosen to 
receive the Wilbur Somerton 
MESA achievement award, the 
first of what will be an annual 
award honoring outstanding 
achievement by a MESA director. 

“Jim Herald is the premier di- 
rector:in terms of getting school

support,” Zaragoza said. 

“Ninety-five percent of our 
students go on to college, and 65 
percent of them in math-based 
fields,” said Herald. “There is no 
other segment of the student popu- 
lation with similar success rates.” 

MESA programs provide par- 
ticipants with extra instruction in 
math and science fields as well as 
career and academic testing infor- 
mation. Once restricted to high 
schools, MESA now provides 
services at the elementary and 
junior high levels. The Minority 
Engineering Program, which 
serves more than 300 students at 
CSUS alone, is the college-level 
equivalent of MESA. 

The typical MESA center pro- 
vides services to 200 participants. 
The Capital Center, however, will 
help as many as 1,800 students 
this year. Herald attributes the size 
of his program to the funding he 
receives from the Sacramento

School District. While all MESA 
organizations receive federal and 
private industry funding, Heraid 
said he gets two times as much 
from public schools. 

“It’s the best investment the 
public schools can make in in- 
creasing the educational opportu- 
nities of those that are under-rep- 
resented in science and math,” 
Harold said.” 

According to Zaragoza, Her- 
ald was also instrumental in de- 
veloping statewide elementary 
school participation in the MESA 
program. 

“He was one of the innovators 
in the elementary school pro- 
gram,” said Zaragoza. 

Herald acknowledged that 
some people object to a program 
that is limited to specific minority 
groups, 

“Every year there will be two 
or three good examples of this 
type of objection,” he said. “And I 
try to work with those people to 
get MESA extended ww all areas.”

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Engineering Student Designs Shirt; 
Profits Go To Red Cross 


Surviving on four hours of sleep a night 
and putting his part-time job at Dominoes 
Pizza on hold, Shahzad Saghafi is making 
T-shirts and sending the profits to the 
American Red Cross. 

Saghafi, an engineering student at CSUS, 
designed the T-shirts himself. 

“I caught a lot of flak at first because the 
original design said ‘I Survived the Great 
Quake, 1989." People didn't think I was 
being sympathetic since a lot of people 
didn’t survive.” 

After that, he began selling a style that 
had a picture of California, the date of the 
earthquake, and said, “In Memory of 
Those.” 

Lambda Sigma Gammais also selling T- 
shirts. All proceeds are being used for earth- 
quake relief. 

Saghafi began selling the T-shirts the 
day after the quake and plans to keep selling 
them until November 30th. 

“After that, the romance of helping just 
sort of dies out.”

Saghafi took $4,200 worth of cash ad- 
vances on his credit cards to cover the 
initial cost of production. 

Each shirt costs $10, $6 of which goes to 
Red Cross and $4 of which covers the 
actual cost of the T-shirt and gas. 

“I've driven 900 miles in one week,” 
Saghafi said. He distributes the shins all 
over northern California to various gas 
stations and 7-11 stores and hopes to sell 
them at the Oakland airport. 

On campus, the T-shirts are available at 
the bookstore. 

As of Tuesday, Saghafi raised $1,500 
after expenses. He hopes to ultimately send 
$6,000 to $10,000 to Red Cross. Half of 
that money will go to the earthquake relief 
fund and the remaining 50 percent will go 
wherever else the Red Cross needs it. 

Bom in San Francisco, Saghafi decided 
to raise money for the quake vicums be- 
cause he saw the damage firsthand. 

“My mother runs a board and care home 
ener inches.

They just got hot water today.” 

Saghafi was amazed at how quickly he 
received approval to sell the shirts on 
campus. 

“Everyone was so willing to expedite 
the process; I got approval in just four 
days.” 

Raising money for Red Cross has taken 
a toll on Saghafi’s classes.

orm Room Video Parties 
Illegal At lowa State University 


(CPS) — It’s now illegal for 
students in lowa State University 
dorms to rent a video, put it in a 
VCR, and watch it with a group of 
friends in a TV lounge. 

If some movie industry offi- 
| cials have their way, moreover, 
students at every college with a 
shared TV lounge also will soon 
know it’s illegal. 

“It’s kind of stupid. We weren't 
hurting anybody,” said ISU stu- 
dent Steven Reidell. “This was 
something fun and non-alcoholic 
to do.” 

It also violated federal copy- 
| right laws, according to industry 
officials. ISU administrators 
warned students in writing as they 
moved into their rooms. They said 
showing videos to groups larger 
than “a normal circle of a family 
and its social aquaintances” with- 
out a license was illegal. 

It’s “an issue of public per- 
formance, and could violate the 
law,” said a spokewoman with the 
U.S. Copyright Office in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

Movie industry lawyers say 
they're aggressively telling other 
campuses to either pay video dis- 
tribution companies a fee or warn 
their students not to have video 
parties. 

“We send schools a letter say- 
ing that they could be in trouble 


for violating the copyright law,” 
said Tom Fox, a salesman for 
Chicago-based Films Inc. distrib- 
uting company. 

The letter tells schools they can 
either pay Films, Inc., a licensing 
fee or be reported to the Motion 
Picture Association of America 
(MPAA), the New York-based 
trade group that helps studios 
protect their copyrights. 

The MPAA, in turn, could sue 
the school for fines up to $25,000 
and punitive damages of up to 
$10,000 per video dorm residents 
have shown. 

“The MPAAis vehement about 
protecting copyrights,” said 
MPAA spokesman Mark Harrod, 
“because if you don’t own your 
copyright, you don’t own any- 
thing.” 

The association, however, has 
not actually sued any schools or 
students so far. “At this point, the 
MPAA has not found a need to 
take acollege tocourt,” Sax. Films, 
Inc. video licensing director Dar- 
rell Kasper. 

Yet it has frightened some 
campuses. So far close to 10 
schools have paid licensing fees 
for the rights to let students show 
videos in the dorms. 

The price of the fees depends 
on the size of the school, said Jeff 
Siegel, Film Inc. executive. They 


may range from $200 to $10,000 
per year. 

Some campuses have decided 
not to pay at all. “Some schools 


have basically said ‘Come and get 
us,’” said Seigel who retused to 


name them. “We know there is a 
lot of illegal video going on. These 
people are opening themselves up 
to possible litigation.” 

“It’s not being policed in a sense 
that people are being hired to 
observe,” said Ivan Bender, a 
Chicago copyright lawyer. “A lot 
of violations” are found when 
marketing companies get copies 
of student papers or ads, and hap- 
pen to notice stories about videos. 

Such was the case at lowa State, 
where a client of Bender’s last 
spring saw a story in the campus 
newspaper about a video party 
and forwarded it to Bender. 

Bender then wrote to the stu- 
dent reporter and also informed 
ISU officials about the apparent 
copyright violation. 

In response, officials informed 
students as they returned to their 
dorms this fall that they could no 
longer rent videos for group show- 
ings. The students were not 
amused. They wrote a leiter of 
protest to the campus paper label- 
ing the administrators as “fun 
haters.” Four hundred and eighty- 
four students signed the letter.

Blacks Killing Blacks

In the Oct. 20 Hornet, a student 
wrote he feels “apartheid is the most 
unethical issue facing humankind and 
politics today.” Apartheid certainly 
has its ethics problems, but are anti- 
apartheid activists justified in sadistic 
murder of South African blacks who

I feel very strongly that the opinions presented in the 
rebuttal entitled “God Inflicts AIDS” need to be chal- 
lenged, as the only result of these views is the spread of 
ignorance, fear, discrimination, and AIDS. 

We attend a university where people of many social, 
ecomomic, racial, and religious groups are represented, 
each group with its own value system and world view. The 
assertion of one doctrine over all others is an afront to the 
entire concept of academia, where people come together to 
learn about and to respect the diverse world around them, 
and not to judge those whose lifestyles do not fit into a 
particular group’s narrow spectrum of acceptance. 

AIDS is a tragedy of global proportions that does not 
discriminate due to religion or sexual orientation. It is a 
non-judgmental disease, and it is very sad tome that people 
claiming to be Christians are judging the vicums of AIDS. 
Where is the love and compassion supposedly so tanta- 
mount to Christianity? Imagine if the time, energy and 
money spent on spreading negative messages around 
campus were used to help educate people about AIDS or to 
help its victims, rather than condemn them to suffering, 
discrimination and death. 

Lesbians and gay men can no sooner change themselves 
into heterosexuals than heterosexuals can will themselves 
to be gay- to live any other life than the one true to one’s 
heart would be to live a lie incomprehensible to most 
people. It takes far more courage and strength to stand up 
in the face of an oppressive society and say “I am a gay 


| man” or “I am a lesbian” than it does to anonymously 


reduce people to second-class citizenship by challenging 
their civil rights and worth to society. People need not be 
ashamed for living in peace, love and understanding, 
whatever their personal values or world view. 


To say that AIDS is a divine judgment against gay men 
and lesbians is utterly absurd, and those who spread this 
fallacy should be ashamed. To stand back while the disease 
spreads throughout the population and spout self-righteous 
doctrine is the equivalent of watching someone choke to 
death while telling them if they just didn’t eat this wouldn't 
happen. 

Each of you has a voice, and I strongly encourage those 
who feel as I do to be vocal in your opposition to discrimi- 
natory statements like the ones expressed by Tolson, be- 
cause once the forum is established to put down one group 
deemed “unacceptable”, it becomes that much easier to 
take away the voice of other groups which may not fit into 
a given mold of conformity. Take initiative and remove the 
offensive flyers wherever they are found and confront 
those responsible for placing them. Give your support to 
the local agencies that are working hard to educate the 
public about AIDS, such as the Sacramento AIDS Founda- 
tion, the Stop AIDS Project at the Lamda Community 
Center, and our campus organization, the Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance of Sacramento. The self-righteous can quote 
Biblical passages until they are blue in the face and not save 
a single life, but the above mentioned organizations are the 
ones making a difference in the fight against AIDS. 

Our biggest weapon we have to battle AIDS is preven- 
tion through education.

“education” in the closed circle of Bible college, it is my 
opinion that their views have no value at this university.

This brings us to an interesting 
question which was brought before the 
United Nations Gerneral Assembly 
earlier this month. The General As- 
sembly voted 149-0 to call on South 
Africa not to hang Jeffrey Boesman, 
36, a “political prisoner.” The United 
Staies and Britain abstained from vot- 
ing, saying Boesman is not a political 
prisoner, he is a murderer. He put a car 
tire soaked with gasoline around a 
woman's neck and lit it on fire. 

In nationwide unrest from 1984 to 
1986, violent anti-apartheid activists 
used the gasoline soaked tire “neck- 
lace” to kill dozens of people who they 
considered collaborators with the 
white government. 

Boesman was convicted of the 
1985 killing of Mellina Fass, a black 
teacher who defied a school boycott 
called by anti-apartheid activists. The 
U.S. Ambassador to the U.N., Thomas 
R. Pickering said, “There can be no 
circumstances in which a violent mur- 
der such as the one in this case ... could 


be considered a rightful political act.” 

Clearly, the South African govern- 
ment is in serious need of reform, but 
not revolution. It is hard to imagine 
that “politicians” like Jeffrey Boes- 
man would run the country any better 
than the white racists in Pretoria. 

I read an article by a black newspa- 
per columnist who considered the 
American news media racist for their 
constant reporting on apartheid while 
ig, Oring far worse human rights vio- 
lations by black governments in Af- 
rica. as though only whites are ex- 
pected to behave in a civilized manner. 

The news isn’t really racist. I think 
because of the racial element, apari- 
heid sells newspapers and gets good 
ratings on T.V. Here in the U.S., ra- 
cially-motivated violence makes na- 
tional news while, without the racial 
element, similar acts of violence may 
not make the local newspaper. 

Is apartheid the most unethical is- 
sue facing humankind and politics 
today? Let’s compare it to other cur- 
rem evenis in Africa. Compare apart- 


heid to the horrible murderous bloo- 
dbath going on in Mozambique. 

Compare apartheid to the genocide 
being committed by the Ethiopian gov- 
ernment. Compare apartheid to lighting 
people on fire for teaching school. 

Remember the famine? Only the 
media coverage has gone away. At this 
moment millions of children are in 
agony from starvation, disease, insects 
and drinking water so bad that you 
wouldn’t want to step in it. Despite 
popular belief, this is a political issuc. 
My point is even educated Americans 
tend to be isolated and unaware of the 
terrible tragedies in the rest of the 
world. 

Apartheid is only one of many, 
many, many serious problems on Earth 
which the world’s citizens need to first 
recognize and understand before we 
can possibly invent soluuons.

It was indeed distressing to see The Hornet give 
Bill Tolson a full half page to vent his bigoted mes- 
sage of hatred towards gays and people with AIDS. 
Although Tolson has every right to speak his mind as 
guaranteed by the first amendment, | must question 
The Hornet's decision to print the letter. 

I would hope that The Hornet would avoid becom- 
ing a forum for member of hate groups whether they 
hide themselves behind Fundamentalist Christian 
dogma or white supremacist jargon. After setting this 
precedent, can we next expect The Hornet to print a 
rebuttal to the article about racism on campus which 
can be found in the same issue? A rebuttal written by 
a member of a white supremacist group? I hope not.

Hornet would print a letter that so violently discriminates 
against gays even though it is printed under the guise of opin- 
10n. By printing Tolson’s letter, The Hornet appears to be 
saying that bigotry towards gays is a valid opinion to hold, 
perhaps because it is sull considered politically fea le in our 
society to attack this group. The fact remains that bigotry and 
it has no place on campus. 

I am also concerned about whether The Hornet staff is 
aware of the repercussions from printing a lewer such as 
Tolson’s? Violence against gays is currently on the rise in Sac- 
ramento and across the country. Much of this violence comes 
from people who believe just as Tolson does. I must ask The 
Hornet staff whether Tolson’s right to speak outweighs the

He 
molds and transforms the clay into 
large sculptures with detailed 
surfaces. “I work in a series. I get 
my ideas from living, mostly 
things that have an impacton me,” 
said Cotter. 

He creates most of his work on 
the potter’s wheel. After forma- 
tion, some of the work is altered 


but most are decorated by the 
sgraffito method. Sgraffito in- 
volves covering the clay with a 
contrasting cover slip of clay and 
then scratching away part of the 
cover slip to create a pattern. 
Cotier’s most recent series is 
on an endangered species - whales. 
“I was reading a story to my daugh- 
ter on the whale’s migration and 
had a nice image of whales swim-

Mystic Or Skeptic? 


Professor Uses 





Magic Act To 


Prove That The 


Paranormal Is 
All In Your Mind

Joseph Morrow, a “mystic” 
performer, takes a key from a 
member of the audience and hands 
it to one of his three volunteers. 
“Concentrate hard on bending the 
key,” he tells them as they hold 
hands, their eyes shut. Suddenly 
the key drops on the floor, the 
metal bent. 

Last Monday he displayed his 
talents at the CSUS Haloween 
nooner. He presented a short show 
of psychic power illusions includ- 
ing an act in which he guessed 
which card an audience member 
picked from a pack of cards. After 
a set which baffled people he 
shouted to the leaving audience, 
“What you witnessed was not 
psychic powers. I am only able to 
perform magic.” 

Morrow has been a professor 
of behaviorial psychology at 
CSUS for 19 years. 

Eight years ago Morrow started 
to teach himself magic. He used 
books and ready-made tricks. It 


took him a couple of months to 
master the ticks before reaching 
the stage of performance. “The 
key 1s to practice a lot and to have 
the right props,” he advises. 

Morrow is a member of the 
Sacramento Skeptical Organiza- 
tion. They look at claims of para- 
normal experience and are able to 
provide logical explanations. 

The organization is offering 
$10,000 to anyone who can per- 
form a paranormal act beyond 
scienufic control. “People should 
put up or shut up, “he says. World- 
wide there are collective money 
prizes for half-a-million dollars. 

“IT encourage people to think 
and not to readily accept that 
people have psychic powers,” says 
Morrow. “I am teaching the audi- 
ence to be skeptical, todoubt what 
all mentalist performers tell them.” 
He sometimes performs these 
tncks in his classes to show that 
tricks are basically very simple 
and played only in the mind.

It’s the last days of summer in 
a small town in Ohio. A lonesome, 
limping streetside maniac slashes 
his way into the top ranks of mass 
killers, while the whole town holds 
its breath, triple-locks windows 
and doors and watches death toll 
reports go up on local TV. No one 
imagines that the killer will strike 
not by breaking down their doors 
but by entering their living room 
through the only connection with 
the outside world, their TV sets. 

In Wes Craven's “Shocker,” the 
world is once again divided: David 
against Goliath, determination 
against madness, hometown hero 
Jonathan Parker against mass kil- 
ler Horace Pinker. 

“Shocker” is a startingly flat, 
predictable and unimaginative 
film. It pulls its plot together from 
a wide palette of old ideas, which

range from the saga of King 
Arthur’s magical sword to the 
notion of time travel (this ume 
through TV programs). In Cra- 
ven's “family drama,” there's even 
room for a dead princess (in the 
shape of Parker's murdered girl- 
friend) who functions as Parker's 
bodyguard. 

The most ridiculous scene 
originally gave the movie an X 
rating. To a hollow heavy-metal 
scream beat, Pinker is led to the 
electric chair after killing about 
half of the citizens in town. The 
whole scene is so theatrical that 
the audience can’t help but laugh 
its way through the execution. 

To make things even more ri- 
diculous, the deadly jolt fails to 
finish Pinker off. It makes him 
even stronger and gives him the 
ability to enter and possess other

electricity for the forces of evil. (Obviously a chilling indictment of our criminal justice system gone horribly wrong.) 


bodies at will; and Craven capital- 
izes on this gimmick. He lets 
Pinker jump in and out of people 
just like he’s changing coats. By 
the time the movie ends Pinker 
has a scorecard filled with at least 
a dozen dead bodies. 

For actor Mitch Pileggi, the 
role of bad guy Pinker could be his 
chance of a lifetime. Even though 
he doesn’t have to do much acting, 


the movie could launch him on a 
series of sequels. Nobody (cer- 
tainly not the producers), expects 
him to explore the depths of 
Pinker’s character. He can be less 
than mediocre as long as he keeps 
his deadly grin and his insane 
rolling eyes fixed at the camera 
and the viewers glued to their seats. 

If “Shocker” ends up to be a 
blockbuster (which wouldn't be 


too surprising after all the public- 
ity hype), Pinker will sureiy be in 
for another deadly nde. He then 
may become the updated version 
of the aging “A Nightmare on Elm 
Street” hero, Freddy. 

To avoid such pain, let's stay 
home and watch a rerun of “The 
Twilight Zone.” It certainly will 
be more original and imaginative.

Cotter, an art teacher at Yuba 
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City High School and head of the 
department, has taught painung, 
drawing, and sculpture for 21 
years. “I really enjoy teaching and 
working on my own pieces. | hope 
to do more gallery shows when | 
find time for them. They take ume 
to develop ideas for and decide on 
what pieces to use. I will probably 
stay where I am.” 

With the use of various media, 
Allen Stentzel creates realisuc and 
objective art. “My ideas come from 


lots of different sources. I put 
things together and compose pic- 
tures on sight, then I do my work 
in the studio,” Stentzel said. 

He uses watercolor, ink, pen- 
cil, acrylic, oil, wood carving, dye 
and his favorite - paper mache. 

Stenzel’s work ranges from a 
wide field of nature, including 
painungs done of owls, birch trees, 
flowers and tigers. 

His paintings have been fea- 
tured in The Peach Press of Plumas 


County and A Practical Guide to 
Beginning Painting. While serv- 
ing in the U.S. Army, Stentzel’s 
work was published in the Stars 
and Stripes and Army Times.

Abroad From Kuwait 


Opening Up In America

On March 1, 1988, Thamer Arab’s life was compietely turned around. 

Coming to America from Kuwait, a small country in the Middle East, this 19 
year old found himself lost in a multitude of strangers at the Sacramento Metro 
Airport. 

Just as if it happened yesterday, Arab clearly recalls the moment, “I had never 
been so afraid in my life. In the back of my mind were all the negative things I heard 
about the U.S. back home, and in front of my eyes stood a whole different world 
and all the experiences I was about to live as an international student.” 

Everybody back home warned him about the danger and violence that he was 
going to be expose to in the States, “However, | had a goal to accomplish and I was 
not going to let negauve comments keep me from reaching it,” said Arab. 

Pursuing a career in computer science was his objective, since the field is not 
highly advanced in Kuwait. 

After graduating with honors from high school, Arab received a full scholar- 
ship to study in the U.S. 

“On the other hand, It didn’t take me too long to accept it, but then again due 
to my confused feelings about the U.S., I didn’t know whether the U.S. was where 
I wanted to go.” 

His family was proud to see him go abroad to pursue a higher education, but 
they were afraid of losing him. 

“We've always been very close. i knew that although they were happy I got the 
scholarship; they didn’t want me to leave the family.”

Nevertheless, the worst thing for him wasn’t leaving the family, but adopting 
a new culture. 

He felt forced to change his daily life, from the food he ate to the clothes he 
wore. 

“Hamburgers and fries had to be incorporated into my daily diet,” he said. 

Others regular activities had to be reduced to a minimum if not completely 
eliminated. 

“My religious practices were really reduced to a minimum — sometimes never 
performed — either because of school or other things.” 

Even though some negative changes took place in his life, some positive ones 
also occurred. 

“Back in Kuwait, | had a few friends. Here, I know a lot more people, and some- 
how I have become more open with those who I know,” he said. 

He believes that being away from one’s family and close friends is sometimes 
beneficial because it causes a person to become more aware of who they are and 
what they really want in life. 

“It was hard for me to adapt to this society because I had always had somebody 
close to me to help me. When I arrived here I realized I was on my own, and that’s 
how I had to make it.” 

Arab lived his first four months in Davis taking English courses at UCD. He 
believes he went through the hardest time trying to adapt to a different lifestyle, 
and most importantly to depend only on himself for everything. 

Many times he thought about going back to Kuwait and forgetting about ever 
making it in the U.S. 

“It started to be very depressing until I realized that it was better for me to try 
and make the most out of my staying here. I realized that it was up to me to decide 
what I wanted to make out of this experience.” 

Arab moved to Sacramento where he attended Sacramento City College for 
about a year and then transfered to CSUS. 

His life somehow started to change. He met more peopie and made new friends 
who inspired him to go on. 

“I figured that if other people were successful in the U.S., I could be successful 
too. I started becoming more outgoing and open.” 

He became very interested in his studies and his grades improved. School 
became his top priority. 

His family back in Kuwait let him know how proud they felt of him for 
succeeding during his first year on his own. 

Arab still has four more years until graduation and then will decide whether he 
wishes to continue his education in the U.S. or go back to his country. 

“| have learned a lot of good and bad things here — and I sull have a lot to learn 
_— but ] am confident that if I work hard enough I will succeed in reaching my goals 
as a student as well as an individual.”

"Godfathers" Love And Hate At UC Davis

The Godfathers ended their 
four-month American “More 
Songs about Love and Hate” tour 
Saturday night with an explosive 
80 minutes of pumped-up rock 
that left the UCD Coffee House 
crowd buzzing, sweating and tired 
from dancing. 

After calling it a night and 
gleefully departing for a three- 
week tour break in England, the 
Godfathers proved it is a compel- 
ling band ready to break out of 
college-only status and demand 
widespread attentic with songs 
like “Cause I Said So” and their 


latest single “She Gives Me Love.” 

The angst apparent in song utles 
like “Love is Dead” and “This 
Damn Nation” was easily visible 
in: lead vocalist Peter Coyne. He 
shook the microphone as if to wake 
it up, the words raging forth as his 
dapper suit and slick hairdo be- 
came inevitable casualties of being 
a frontman for the Godfathers. 


They are a close-knit band, 
obvious from the sound check 
when they casually laid out 
smokin’ tunes good enough for 
vinyl, then huddled with cigarettes, 


raised high for some kind of pre- 
show pep talk. 

Since south London brothers 
Peter and Chris Coyne formed the 
band in 1985 (calling it “The Sid 
Presley Experience” until itcaused 
legal problems) they’ve ground 
Out the niche started with their 
first single “This Damn Nation,” a 
pounding full steam ahead fist 
Shaker with guitar peeling it ail 
dow 1 to the bare need for expres- 
sion. 

Which is what they did on 
Saturday, express. Consistently 
solid versions of “I Want Every- 
thing,” “Obsession,” “Il Don’t 
Believe In You” and the ramblin’ 
rockabilly crossover “Walking 


Talking Johnny Cash Blues” got 
the crowd in front bouncing like 
kangaroos. 

They followed it up with Len- 
non’s “Cold Turkey,” an incredi- 
bly grueling, ceaseless version, a 
nightmare driving Peter Coyne to 
strap the microphone cord around 
his arm while groaning from the 
hollows of heroin withdrawal. 


From there they went further, 
as if the first half was mere warm- 
up. By now guitarists Kris Dolli- 
more and Mike Gibson were trad- 
ing shots like boxers while seri- 
ous-faced bassist Chris Coyne 
hung on despite a bandaged wrist. 
They moved as much as the small 


stage allowed, jumping away from 
silly string and various objects 
thrown by their prankster roadie. 

The last song before the encore 
was that anthemic grim descrip- 
tion of existence, “Birth, School, 
Work, Death,” with Coyne telling 
the college audience before plung- 
ing in, “This is your life.” 

They encored with a bang, 
playing the heigh-ho’s out of the 
like-minded Ramones’ “Blitzkrieg 
Bop” then ending it all with the 
tned and true “This Damn Na- 
tion,” kicked off with Coyne’s 
exhausted remark that “This is 
where we’ ve been and where we’re 
going.” If they come back, don’t 
miss them.

Examining Our Educational Growth 





If you read the current literature, you get 
the uneasy feeling that the walls of educa- 
tion are crumbling, the ivy surrounding it 
poisonous, and the moat swirling with 
filth. Nowadays, it’s as if the modern stu- 
dent has to be Indiana Jones in order to 
avoid falling into the dark and perilous 
traps of ignorance in the education system. 

The headlines mordantly inform us that 
there are too few students who walk out 
across the drawbridge of academia “edu- 
cated,” while many more walk out over- 
schooled and undereducated. Clearly, these 
signs pose a threat to those incoming fresh- 
man who see themselves as potential vic- 
tims, as well as, and more importantly, the 
student body already trapped in the collaps- 
ing House of Education. 

There always seems to be a stormy cloud 
pouring on the House when its curriculum 
is analyzed. Picture the modern portrait of 

demia: students are typically character- 
ized as sponge-headed dummies who are 
water-logg_d with misinformation, all due 
to their eccentric professors who are soggy 
with self-interest, while the oilers of educa- 
tion, those bureaucratic administrators, are 
forever saturated with greed. 

Although these pejorative characteriza- 
tions are supported by the Zeitgeist sur- 
veys, one can only reflect upon his own 
education to really test if these assertions 

d caricatures apply to him.

Reflecting upon the education the stu- 
dent has experienced is a formidable task 
since most students recall very little from 
past classes beyond the immediate effect it 
had upon them. What remains, for the most 
part, are the limited memories of all those 
classes, the many and disparate standards 
of all those professors, the kilometers of 
typed essays and reports, those overlong or 
brief classroom speeches, the volumes of 
opened and half read books, the hours of 
studying and preparing for quizzes, exams 
and finals, even the hours spent developing 
the short term but everlasting friendships— 
ali bloom between Freshman Registration 
and Graduation Commencement. 

By surveying this broad, academic 
checklist, the natural question is “what's 
the purpose?” There are as many answers as 
there are students, but the purpose of higher 
education from the point of view of the 
education establishment has been tackled 
and defined by some astute, alert thinkers. 
Yet, from the student’s point of view, why 
are we here? 

For some, I gather, they lcarn in order to 
instruct. For others, earning a degree is a toe 
in the door to higher pay. There are varying 
degrees of purpose, but, ideally, I suspect 
the real mission of education is to exercise 
the primary habit of mind—which is think- 
ing. 

As our awareness for the outside world 


is stimulated in academia, ironically, we 
Start to think about ourselves by examining 
our lives and the roles we yearn to fulfill. 

This method of education-as-self-ex- 
amination is more an individual, private 
measurement of intellectual growth rather 
than an analysis of the machinery which 
superintends over the education system. It 
is also a private survey, not only of scholas- 
tic achievement and failure, but of how well 
the mind has been cultivated since entering 
school. The risk here is that the individual 
may not like what he has expericnced or 
gone through, or dislike the things he dis- 
covers about himself. However, these ele- 
ments are essential to human growth. 

Glancing back, we all have had rela- 
tively unsatisfactory experiences in the 
academic world (the incompetent profes- 
sors, the low test scores, etc.), and some- 
times a sense of incompleteness haunts the 
student when he approaches the end of ful- 
filling those numerous academic require- 
ments. Ordinarily, nearing the end of col- 
lege usually forces the student to ponder his 
own abilities. 

Questions such as “Am I good enough?” 
“Can I make it on my own abilities?” “Is 
what I’ve learned sufficient enough to 
compete in the job market?” are more fre- 
quently asked when commencement ap- 
proaches. These introspective quesuons 
dea! in examining held values while al

questioning the education the student has 
experienced. The challenge here is that the 
answers we search for can only be realized 
after we graduate. So, the undergraduate on 
the verge of graduating is not quite as 
qualified as the recent graduate who can 
really examine the impact of the education 
he has experienced. 

Those aforementioned questions stu- 
dents ask themselves do help solve the 
larger riddle of the role of education. What 
it does is help the student prepare for the 
serious challenges awaiting him when he 
ventures beyond the safe walls of academia 
and competes in the free market. The recog- 
nition of this challenge is the realization 
that one is embarking on a personal odys- 
sey, a journey that will only end when chal- 
lenges are suddenly viewed as too hazard- 
ous. 

This private purpose is the underlying 
yet rarely discussed mission of education. 
These personal measurements of oneself 
are neither reflected in the current head- 
lines nor are they rarely spoken of by edu- 
cators. Why? Because this kind of meas- 
urement is of human quality not factual 
quantity, and quality is a difficult thing to 
measure in a world where measurement 
and chartability (test scores, grades, wition 
fees, etc.) is paramount to questioning the 
value of education.

Meet: 


Seven teams battle it out for chance to compete in Nationals 


The Western Region collegiate cross 
country teams are preparing for regional 
competion at Arcata this Saturday, now 
that the regular season 1s over 

The wp three teams on the Arcata 
cou: se will thes advance to the national 
competition in East Swoudsburg, Pa. on 
Nov. 18. 

With the strength of the western re- 
gion, which has seven of the top 12 teams 
in the nation according to current rank- 
ing, there is a possibility of an at large 
berth for the fourth place team. Three 
individual runners will also have the 
chance to compete if they are one of the 
top 15 finishers on the course, and are 
not members of a team that is going to 
Nauonals. 

Inthe men’s division,Cal Poly SLO 
has been a dominant force all season. 
Currently, the team is ranked second in 
the nation, and first in the western region. 

Head Coach Tom Henderson said that 
the Mustangs consider regionals the most 
important race of the year. 

Henderson hopes the Mustangs run 
well on the hilly course, but emphasized 
that an individual win is not as 


by Suzanne Barr-Paimer 
important as a team win. 

Mustang lead runner Jim Sorensen is 
looking strong, as he just won their con- 
ference championship with a time of 
24:09. Hendersen said it was a photo 
finish between Sorensen and Jesus Guu- 
errez of Cal State LA, with the win 
going to Sorensen. 

Henderson said, “Sorensen has proba- 
bly motivated Jesus tremendously by 
beating him last week.” 

According to Hendersen, there will 
definitely be changes seen from the con- 
ference meet to the regional meet due to 
the race being 10,000 meters (6.2 miles), 
instead of the common five mile courses 
that have been run this season. 

“It is a mental thing more than a 
physical one,” Henderson said about the 
longer race. “It is a very hilly course at 
Humboldt, and that’s going to be on their 
(the athletes) minds.” 

The SLO women’s team should have 
no problem with the win, according to 
Henderson. They look very solid, and 
have been ranked first in the nation all 
year. 
Humboldt State is currently sec- 


ond in the western region, and third in the 
nation. The team’s ranking may change, 
however, as it lost to UC Davis in the 
NCAC (Northern California Athletic 
Conference) at Crystal Springs last Satur- 
day. 

Leading the Humboldt attack is Den- 
nis Pfiefer, who dominated the NCAC 
meet by defeating second place finisher 
Paul Cummings from Davis by 34 sec- 
onds. 

According to Head Coach Dave Wells, 
Pfiefer should be one of the top three 
finishers in Saturday's competition. 

“The men’s team is running pretty well,” 
Wells said, “but there will be at least six 
tcams battling it out for second place. Iiall 
comes down to who runs better that day.” 

As for Davis beating Humboldt last 
weekend, Wells said that Humboldt will 
probably drop to about seventh or eighth 
nationally, and Davis will move up to 
about fifth. He expects Cummings from 
Davis to do well and place in the top 10-15 
finishers. 

For the women’s division, Wells said 
he expects Cal Poly SLO to win. He also 
expects there will be a battle for the next 
two places between Northridge, Cal State 
LA, and Davis. 

Individually, Wells said Darci Arre- 
ola from Cal State Northridge will do 
well. He is also expecting strong perform- 
ances from Bente Moe of Seattle Pacific, 
and most of the Cal Poly team, 
especially freshman Jamie Park

years top rankings. The team is third in the 
region, and fourth in the nation. 

Head Coach Don Strametz is expect- 
ing a strong performance by the team’s 
best runner, Sasha Vujic. 

UC Riverside is also looking strong 
with a seventh place national ranking, and 
a fourth place regional ranking. 

“It’s going to be an interesting meet,” 
said Head Coach Chris Rinne, whose team 
has not yet competed against Humboldi. 

Even though the Highlanders have 
comparative times, it is sull going to be a 
shoot-out for the last two spots. 

Rinne said that Cal Poly is a solid 
favorite to win. Northridge may have a 
slight edge for second, as they are running 
very well. “They're running pretty solid, 
but they can be beaten.” 

Sophomore Shannon Winkleman is the 
Highlanders returning All-American, who 
is in the hunt for one of the top positions. 

“If our fifth man runs well, then we'll 
be tough,” said Rinne. 

SLO will definitely have a run away 
win in the women’s division, according 
to Rinne. “It should be a very interest- 
ing contest between Davis and Cal State 
LA for second.” 

Cal State LA is ranked ninth na- 
tionally, and fifth in the region. They have 
won the western regionals two years in 
a row, and are sure they will at least 
qualify for Nationals.
